seed Oil. 


If Connecticut is tho land of wooden 
nutmegs, Maine must be the land of 
herring sardines. There are said to be 
twenty-two establishments on the Wash- 
ington County coast, whereof two-thirds 
are in fthis town, in which herring are 
put up as sardines in tin boxes made 
hflre in imitation of those used by tho 
'•French, Txsaring French labels, pre- 
served in cotton-seed oil, which is as- 
serted on the cans to ho choice olive-oil. 
j"No admittance1' is notified at the cn- 
itrance, but the rule is not enforced. 
Henfing aro brought in from the bay in 
large quantities, and unloaded at the 
several wharves where tho factories aro 
erected. They aro carried in baskets 
into a large room provided with rough 
tables, where a gang of boys and girls 
from ten to fifteen years of ago euro 
waiting for them, each armed with a 
knife. Some of these children are dex- 
terous. A single cat removes the head 
nnd from ono to two inches of the shoul- 
der of each fish, and nt the same time 
draws the greater part of tho "innards." 
Tho tail la morft or less removed by an- 
other cut. 
The extent of tho business done is in- 
dicated by tho fact that the rejected 
parts of the herring at a single estab- 
lishment frequently amount to several 
hogsheads a day. These parts aro 
boiled, pressed for their oil, and tho 
refuse is sold for manufacture into dress- 
ing for soil. It is not yet possible to 
manufacture olive oil and anchovy paste 
out of tho heads of herring. The bodies 
and tails of the herring aro washed, laid 
upon wire racks, baked in a great ovan, 
pocked in tin hoses by girls, covered 
with cotton-seed oil, tho boxes are sol- 
dered, heated again in the oil, and final- 
ly packed in wooden boxes foi1 ship- 
ment. The process need not bo de- 
scribed at great length. It docs not 
appear to bo a very cleanly process, but 
very likely it is. as much so as that of 
putting up veritable sardines. 
Tho 
'or fish arc put no in oval tin boxes 
faro called "sea trout.1' Still other 


r 
herrings aro dubbed "eagle fish." And, 
finally, there is a process of putting up 
tho fish in a spiced preparation winch 
gives them the name of "mustard sar- 
dines." 


Makers of oleomargarine, I believe, 


sometimes cat their product on warm 
brown bread, and profess to like it. So 
some of tho sardine cannors hero cat 
their herring and declare that it is good. 
Perhaps it Is. But it Is not sardine. Tho 
labels upon tho boxes are nil lies. Tho 
word Paris upon them and the head of 
the late Emperor Napoleon suggest a 
falsehood. Tho assertion that the con- 
tent? aro sardines, put up iu the best 
ojpre of), la a direct and unqualified mis- 
statement. If herring, put up in tho oil 
of cotton seed, make a palatable dish, 
very well. Let those cat it who wish to 
do so. To nut- ft up In imitation of 
sqmething efso is a barefaced fraud, 
Which the Uw should forbid and punish. 


Our Public Roads. 


Tho writer of .those remarks recently 


drove bver'a tcn-milo.J.|poad in ono of the 
IVnest farm counties in tho State—a 
much-traveled thoroughfare, and form- 
i .erly a stage road bcfoni railroads ended 
' that business. 
cP»s beautiful farms 


on either side with their smooth green 
fields after tho recent cutting of hay and 
wheat, and the golden pile of oats and 
barley about to be drawn into the large 
barns, would have rendered tho drive a 
delightful one hod it not been for some 
drawbacks. The road presented a strik- 
ing contrast to the farms, ami was 
densely lined with a luxuriant growth of 
rag-weed, burdocks, Canada thistles, 
pig-weed, briors, elder bushes, milk- 
weeds, catnip and horsc-thistlo, which 


' ; remained untouched through the season. 
;:' flat the weeds wero by no means the 
worst part of tho road. It was impossi- 


; bio, by constant care in guiding the 
horse, to avoid frequent thumps of 
the-wheels against large stones. These 
-rtones were of four kinds, namely: sol- 


;-.Ht 05 fixed, projecting upward In the 
track three inches or more; solid and 


. projecting only ono or two inches; loose 
»rge stone, and loose small ones. Of 


. tho large fixed stones we counted twen- 
ty-six in a singlo average milo, which 
would moke 260 for the ten miles. 
There wore more than twenty times as 
•many small fixed stones, or pyer 5,000 
In the whole distance; and' about the 
flame number of loose stones of various 
ffces. 
Wo tuwo no doubt, this estimate 
Is within bounds. 
Now, it 5s worth 
whilo to go into a little figuring to see 
what damage these obstructions present 
to smooth driving. 
Nothing .batters a 


vehicle to pieces more rapidly than 
striking stones when Jtinder full head- 
way. The farmer carrying thirty bush- 
els of wheat, whose wagon strikes a 
stone three inches high, receives n jar 
to his wagon,to .his norse, to his'har- 
ness and to himself; and a repetition 
many times a day, year In and year out, 
makes inconvenient bills at tho black- 
smith's, wheelwright's ^and harness- 
maker's.

Can it bo possible that intelli- 
gent owners would perpetually subject 
themselves to such damages without 
knowing it; or, knowing it, without cor- 
recting it? 


There is no question that the esti- 


mates wo have given are much within 
bounds; nevertheless wo shall be glad 
to make any corrections. Why, then, 
arc these damages suffered? Because 
farmers generally have some peculiari- 
ties. Their life is more isolated, their 
business is within their own domains, 
and they have less interest in the busi- 
ness of others. These remarks apply to 
those whose re'ading is very limited. 
There are a largo number, and especial- 
ly those who are familiar with the agri- 
cultural intelligence of the day, who en- 
joy the pleasure of enterprise and public 
spirit and improving their neighborhood, 
and the farms of these men aro usually 
in the finest condition. But they are 
few in some places, and do not control 
the actions of others. Too many are 
satisfied to confine their labors wholly 
within themselves and do not even think 
of what may result in common benefit. 
It is hard to direct their thoughts into 
any other than their own private chan- 
nels. 
: 


Now it must not be supposed that the 


residents along this road are offenders 
above all the dwellers in this region or 
elsewhere. The land abounds with more 
stones than in many places where othqr 
and equally "great neglect exists. We 
have merely taken thia road fta on ex- 
ample • to snow the importance of giving 
more attention to secure the groat com- 
mon blessing of good public roads. Tho 
labor, but moro especially tho intelligent 
thought, expended for their benefit anil 
improvement will bo many times re- 
turned in the comfort, convenience, fa- 
cilities for market, and increased value 
of farms, to every ono within their 
reach. —Country Gentleman. 


The Domestic Tyrant. 


No person more completely possesses 


the power of creating misery, in his 
house, than tho domestic tyrant, embit- 
tering as ho does tho lives of his nearest 
relatives by his selfishness and exigeant 
temper. The greatest essentials for hap- 
piness in social life aro freedom and 
trust; but those important elements aro 
banished out of tho littlo home-world 
ruled over by ono of these imperious 
autocrats. Ho makes it a rule to exhibit 
tho most profound disregard for tho 
feelings of others, and by an indulgence 
in covert sneers, harsh and insulting 
words, the self-control of his victims is 
sorely tried. Consciousness of power is 
no doubt tho cause of his overbearing 
ways. Tho domestic tyrant always has 
the highest possible appreciation of him- 
self. His opinion admits of no question 
—being his opinion, it must bo right, 
and in an arbitrary manner ho expects 
his family to acquiesce, or to feign rvc- 
qiiiesconco, with him on all points, llo 
looks upon himself iu every sense as a 
superior being, far above his surround- 
ings.

Bosido the misery 
caused by him to his household, tho do- 
mestic tyrant must really exporieneo a 
consiclerablo amount of mental discom- 
fort himself. Ho can not fall to per- 
ceive the sort of change that comes over 
tho cheerful, family party when ho ap- 
pears, or tho kind of chill that his pres- 
ence brings. Instinct tells how care- 
fully topics of conversation aro chosen 
for tho family meals, how much .con- 
straint prevails, and what a strict avoid- 
ance of any subject thoro is that may 
lead to wrathful questionings. Curi- 
ously enough, out of his homo no is gen- 
erally the genial, Jovial sort of man; and 
very likely is looked upon as a rather 
good-licarted sort of fellow, for it is only 
to his family that he shows his teeth.—
